Washington, Feb. 14

plan of government price supports 
for potatoes, designed to 
take 


away the present incentive to pro- 
duce too many of them, bobbed up 
today. 
The plan was being considered 


alwiK with others—including the 
controversial Brannan proposal— 
by fiirm-stote congressmen nnx- 
ious to prevent production of an- 
other unpopular potato surplus, 
with its consequent heavy cost to 
taxpayers and dumping of extra 
spuds. 
The new proposal was first ad- 


vanced in the agriculture de- 
partment about two years ago but 
was never Riven department bles- 
sing. It would, in effect Ruarantee 
potato farmers a specified income 
foi' each year's crop. 
Under it, price supports in terms 


of bushels would vary with the 
size of the crop. The larger the 
crop, the lower would the price 
guarantee be, and vice versa. 
Under the present program, the 
department sets fixed price sup- 
ports expressed in t e r m s of 
bushels. The support rates rain 
unchanged regardless of the size 
of tho crop.

The brief message urged Con- 
servatives to work "untiringly to 
the end" of the campaign for vic- 
tory. 
"Let your tabors be unceasing 
until the victory is ours," he said. 
When Churchill, wartime prime 
minister of Britain, arrived in 
Edinburgh for his speech, two 
workman standing on a railroad 
station 
footbridge 
booed him, 
yelling "down with the Tories." 
But many of ttte 200 on hand to 
greet him cheered as he walked 
into the station hotel. 
Attlee. who spoke in Edinburgh 
last night, stopped off in New- 
castle today on his way back, and 
was to go-on to Yorkshire for a 
speech tonight, 
"The campaign has been quieter 
than previous years," the prime 
minister told reporters. "I have 
found, however, that the people 
arc listening to reason anil argu- 
ment, and 1 am satisfied."

House Looks for Training 


Program Curbs on Abuses

"The basic 'question is simply 
this: Is the G.I. bill a readjust- 
ment act or a bonus act?

Veterans Committee, said he was 
concerned that Congress would go 
too far. 
Prodded yesterday by President 


Truman to tighten up the law on 
"blind alley" vocational training, 
the House is expected to consider 
some form of curbs within a week 
or two. 
Differences of opinion over their 
extent, however, were likely to 
Start a hot dispute. 
Wheeler said he has already 
prepared proposals for making re- 
strictions more stringent, and 
added that If debate shows a need 
for further study he would vote to 
send the entire matter back to 
commHUt. 


Wheeler said he would offer his 
proposals as a substitute for the 
Senate-passed Taft bill when it 
comes to the House floor.

ERADICATE THE 'UTTER-BUG' 


The country's big cities have so many wor- 


ries these days it seems unfair to saddle them 
with any more. Yet the "litter-bog" Is doing 
;fust that 


He's the fellow .who scatters a trail of 


waste paper wherever he goes—gum and 
candy wrappers, old newspapers, package 
wrappings, and what not. You need no F.BI. 
agent to trace his movements along city 
streets, in stations, buses, trains, parks, 
amusement centers. 


Periodically, the press in some of ""these 


big towns get excited about the matter. Then 
follows a burst of articles and pictures de- 
ploring the indescribable litter. Occasionally 
a city responds by improving its trash col- 
lecting methods out usually the outcome Is 
merely a lightly-given but poorly-kept prom- 
ise to "do something." 


Recently New York City, one of the 


world's worst sufferers from the litter-bug, 
decided to try a new angle. It concluded it 
wasn't being fail- to its citizens, that it wasn't 
providing enough receptacles for their bur- 
densome trash. So it spotted 4800 extra wire 
baskets around a "test area" in mldtown 
Manhattan to see whether people would be 
inspired to keep house better if they had the 
chance.

The results haven't been too encouraging. 


The experiment has been complicated some- 
what by the fact that New Yorkers have 
made off with about 300 of the baskets. 


Perhaps all our cities do need more ample 


facilities for individual trash disposal. But 
the real difficulty, It seems to us, is that most 
urban dwellers don't feel a genuine sense of 
responsibility toward their city. They Just 
don't care. It never occurs to them that 
dropping a paper in the street is a selfish, 
unthinking act that amounts to an affront 
to other citizens. But that's what is. 


Cities will lie really clean when the litter- 


bug learns to hunt for the trash basket even 
if it's a block away. 


BERLIN TESTING GROUND 


As the series of small, prickling traffic con- 


trol incidents at Berlin continues, the observ- 
er may be inclined to think of two small boys, 
sitting beside each other on a bench, oc- 
casionally pummeling each other to enliven 
the passage' of time. Usually one boy per- 
si&tfntly offers the'first blow. The other is 
faced with a choice between returning the 
blow, which will only load to a further ex- 
change of mounting blows, or ignoring it, in 
which case sooner or later he will be punched 
again, anyway. 


But there is no apt comparison here. The 


situation at Berlin is far too sinister to be 
related to anything so casual and everyday 
as the never-ending question between two 
boys ns to which can punch the hardest. The 
rcfx-ated Russian provocations, despite their 
pettiness, are clearly part of a deadly serious 
plan to maintain a continuous test of the 
mettle of the Western powers. Already they 
have discovered more about us than we knew 
ourselves—that we can be pushed a bit be- 
fore we take offense, that we can be pushed 
still farther before we get the back up and 
do something about, that even then we are 
inclined to move out of range, if feasible, 
than to enter a pointless exchange of blows. 


Perhaps it is time to let the Russians find 


out something else—that like Cousin Ebgert 
in "Ruggles of Red Gap" we "can be pushed 
just so far", and that we are bright enough 
to know when we are being pushed beyond 
reason. It may be we should take offense 
more quickly, for there is no longer any rea- 
sonable doubt that offense is intended. It 
may be time to resort to immediate retalia- 
tion for every affront, instead of wasting 
breath in protests to which the Russians do 
not deign to reply. It may be time, in short, 
to lot the men of the Kremlin turn up some 
fresh results in their Berlin testing ground.

That is why former spies tike Tjjrhittaker Cham- 


bers, Henry Julian Wadleigh and Mrs. Hede Mass- 
ing can tell their stories in safety. That is why 
Alger Hiss could only be held for perjury. That is 
Why some of them are only held In contempt of a 
congressional commute*. The statute of limita- 
tions gives them a wonderful blanket protection for 
the crimes they actually committed. 


The Hiss case, as important as It is, must reopen 


the question of the statute of limitations in such 
crimes. Actually, there ought to be no statute of 
limitations in crime* involving treason, espionage, 
treachery. There li no statute of limitations for 
murder; and while * murder may Involve only one 
person, such treachery as the theft of the A-bomb 
involves all of us. 
I want to <juote from "A factual Review of the 
Whittaker Chambers-Alger Hiss Controversy," by 
William Marshall Bullitt, a distinguished lawyer 
and trustee of the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace, of which Aleer Hiss was president 
"On or about August 39, 1939, Chambers and 
(Isaac Don) Levine dined with Mr. (A, A.) Berle 
at the latter1* Washington residence. 
Chambers 


revealed to Berle his whole story of the Communist 
•underground' in Washington, and particularly men- 
tioned the names of Alger Hiss, Donald Hiss, 
Nathan Witt and Lee Pressman. 
"Mr. Berle was both worried and disturbed, be- 
cause he 'believed that Chambers waa telling the 
truth as he saw Jt.' Berle at once took the follow- 
ing precautionary steps: (!) Established very close 
relations between the State Department and thfc 
F.B.I.; (II) organized a specinl section in the State 
Department to follow any Communist activities; 
<jn) arranged to have a weekly liaison meeting 
with the FB.L for the exchange of information; 
(IV) worked with the Department of justice in 
passing iweded legislation for the government's pro- 
tection; ar.rt (V) twice checked with Dean Acheson, 
assistant secretory of state, who had Algcr Hiss as 
his executive assistant; and Achcson vouched for 
both thf Hisses absolutely. 
"Sometime later, Levine conveyed the Chambers 
revelations to William C. BtiiHtt, then ambassador 
to France, and to Lioyd (he must mean I/oy— 
G.E.S.) Henderson, in charge of the Russian sec- 
tion of the State Department. 
Since then, the 
State Department has removed 134 members of the 
State Department, for disloyalty reasons. (The 
pamphlet was prepared in December 194S—G.E.S.) 


"In 1943, and again in 1945, Chambers reported 
the facts about Hiss to the F.B.I" 
In a word, as far back aa August 29, 1$39, the 
State Department and the Department of Justice 
had a lead to the Harold Ware Communist Cell and 
its members. The F.B.I, knew about Alger Hiss 
and must have followed the lead as a routine mat- 
ter. On August 29,1939, Soviet Russia was not our 
aUy; in fact, Soviet Russia and Nazi Germany were" 
in alliance and had signed the Molotov-Ribbentrip 
pact to divide the world by war. The non-sggres- 
ston pact, at tt is formally called, was signed on 
August 23, 1939. Actually, the war eventwted' 
.nine days later by the invasion of Poland simul- 
taneously by Russia and Germany in accordance 
with the Stalin-Hitler alliance. 
From August 23, 1939, until June 21, 1941, 
Soviet Russia and Nazi Germany were in alliance 
and the United States was fearful of the implica- 
tions of the war they had made. Actually, It took 
Us Into a disastrous war. Yet, these high officials, 
A. A. Berle, Dean Acheson, William C. Bullltt, Loy 
Henderson, to say nothing of the secretary of state, 
Cordell Hun. and the attorney general/ Frank Mur- 
phy, did nothing about the information which Whit- 
taker Chambers gave them and which now has 
been proved true in two trials before an American 
jury. Many say today that Hiss and his associates 
should be forgiven because they operated in the 
war-time pro-Russian atmosphere. The truth is 
they were brought to the attention of our officials 
during the Stalin-Hitler alliance,
